In the Argentine « powerful » 
cate has come to the conclusion that it will be 
more profitable to export flour than wheat,and 
before long it will be doing it, so that. we have 
one more reason for exhorting the home miller 
to get farther afleld-before the crush comes, to 
get established before the days of greater 
struggling beyin to dawn’ It is « comparative- 
ty easy task to hold the home fort in the top 


grades, but the medium and the residue are 


both likely to get more troublesome every 
year. The British palate is a mighty parti- 
cular one in these days. and everything ‘in flour 
below. the top grade is unsuited to it, and we 
single out Egypt and Scandinavia as typical 
countries where there ought to be a sufficient _

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL FOR THE 
BLIND IN ALEXANDRIA, 


The, Countess of Meath sends us the 
following communication :On various occe- 
sions you have kindly promoted the cause of 
& most useful institution “The Industrial 
School for the Blind” in Alexandria. This 
establishment was one of those fortunate 
enough to be allowed to show its wares at.ghe 
Agricultural Exhibition in Cairo opened this 
afternoon by H.H. the Khedive, who gra- 
clously visited the stall allotted to the Blind 
School, and thus gave Lord Meath, who was 
present, an opportunity to tell his Highness — 
that it was this institution which first intro- 
duced European wicker work into Egypt. 
This industry is now being :taken up in 
several other establishments, and notably in 
Egyptian prisons It is much to be hoped 
that criminal labour —though in iteelf good 
for those engaged in it—will not be permitted 


| to under sell that done by honest, hands, and 


thus spoil the market. Five pupils from the 
Blind School at Alexutidria were present, and 
it is gratifying to find what skilful workmen 
they have become under the instruction of 
English teachers. One of the former attracted 
& good deal of notice: by the ease with which 
he was reading and writing Traille type. 

This institution, unlike the interesting one 
established at Zeitoun, has never accepted an 
Egyptian Government grant, as it is the 
exclusive property of the Ministering Chil- 
drens League, a society started in England for 
the purpose of training * children to lead unsel- 
fish lives and to take an active interest in the 
needs’ of the poor and suffering, : 

The Association has now the.proud record of 
having initiated the foundation of 17 buildings 
devoted to charity in difterent parts of the 
world, Some of th3m are even found in dis- 
tant Australasia, as in all four quarters of 
the globe this society has its branches, No 
less than 32 centres of work have been estab. 
lished lately in Russia. 

The Blind School in Alexandria has during 
the 8 or 9 years of its existence been fortunate 
enough to secure many friends, but, it needs 
still more who will kindly“ assist the blind in: 
the best way, namely, by helping them to help 
themyel ves, 

A new teacher has lately come out from 
England, who will keep a good stock of wares 
in hand, and will also gladly take orders for 
any special articles required to meet the needs 
of customers,

The greatest interest was shown in the pro- 
poral that the Arabic langaage +hoald bathe 
sole vehicle of instruction in all the G@vern- 
ment schools, whether primary, secondary, 
or superior. Siad Pasha Zghloal strong. 
ly opposed this mesors ‘in a~ most 
el:qaert speech. He d:-c!ared that neither 
the text books nor the teaching st ffs were 
available for the purpose and he deprecated 
tha recolation as premature and calculated to 
i'jore the canse of education in Egypt if it 
ware given : ffext to. In pite of his speech 
the rasolotion was carried with only five 
dicgentients. — ; 

The most important resolation next discnss- 
ed was that that full parliamentary institatious 
should be given to the Ezyptian people, who 
should have entire control of the financial and 
other sdministrations. Pending the develop- 
ment of these institntions it was d:manded 
that the powers of the Lezislative Council 
should be largely increased. ;
